WASHINGTON, May 2.—The secretary 


of the navy has ia&ued instructions lo 
naval and revenue vessels assigned to 
enforce the modus vivendl prohibiting 
sealing in the Behring( sea. 
These in- 


structions differ from last year in three 
important particulars. 


First. Any vessel found sealing in 


Biliringfloa is to be seized, whether or 
not she had been previously served with 
notice. 


Second, The mere presence in Behr- 


ing sea, having on board sealing outfits, 
is causo for seizure. 


Third. 
Persona 
on board vesseL 


seized will be sent as prisoners with the 
with the vessel, to suffer the penalty ol 
tho law. 


Under the British law all persons kill- 


ing, or aiding or abetting in killing fur 
seals in the Behring sea are punishable 
by a fine of £100 and imprisonment at 
hard labor for six months. 


Under the American law the; are sub- 


ject to imprisonment and a fine of $5000. 


CHEERING OUTLOOK 


For "Wheat nnd Barley Halters In 


the Ban Joaqutn. 


SAN FIIANCISCO. May 2.—The Asso- 


ciated Press has received telegraphic re- 
ports from a large number of^places in 
tbo wheat and barley districts of northern 
and central California, showing tbo con- 
dition of crops at the present time. 


In the northern part of the state, par- 


ticularly in the Sacramento valley and 
the northern portion of the San Joaquin 
valley, lute rains have been very bene- 
ficial to the growing grain, and reports 
from nearly all places in those districts 
indicate that prospects for an abundant 
yield are excellent. 


In the southern district?, in the neigh- 


borhood of Visalia, Talare, Templeton 
and Paso Roblea, growth bas been re- 
tarded by a lack of rain, and a light crop 
is generally expected, though 
near 


Fresno and Bakerefield the outlook Is 
bolter, especially at the latter place, 
where the acreage ii large.

Valley With the Harbor of 


Sau Luis Oblspo. 


KDITOK HK run LIU AN.—Ae 1 am ire- 


qaently asked about the progress and 
prospects of the East and Wait railroad— 
as the road to connect the great valley 
with the harbor of Sao LuiB Oblnpo i 
commonly called—I will, with your per 
mission, make a general reply. Wit 
one accord the people ol San Lull say ' 'i 
will ben great thing for thie county; i 
will benefit us a hundred times mor 
than the Southern-Pacific; U is the only 
thing to do us any good," and other ex 
preeaions of appreciation of the grea 
benefit of such a road, yet very few comi 
oat like men of enterprise with assist 
ance or bold and enthusiastic words o 
encouragement. 


The project of connecting the upper 


San Jonquin valley with our harbor by, 
first a wagon road and later a railroad, ii 
by no means new, but has been agitated 
since tlie first settlement of the valley, 
as it ifi easily Boon to bo the nstura 
course of trade. But there never having 
been auy unanimity of work on the 
great enterprise, the previous efforts 
have been lutile. 
Now the effort is renewed, the people 


most interested in tbe great valley are 
aroneed and the prospect is fair for the 
construction of tha road. An asao lation 
has been formed and an agreement 
signed hv several capitalists and land 
holders for carrying on the work and I 
have beon authorized and requested to 
make a survey of the route, to obtain 
giants of right of way and to collect 
monev to pay the expenses of the same. 
When this is done an incorporation will 
be effected, definite subscriptions made 
and the work of construction commenced 
on the beet business principles. The de- 
sign is to keep it as much a landholder's 
road as possible, and'to operate it on the 
principle of as low rates as the business 
will bear, in contradintinction to the 
Southern Pacific principle of charging nil 
the traffic will bear. 
The large landholders have expressed 


a willingness to eiibscribe liberally ac- 
cording to their acreage, and bankers 
and merchants not owning laud have 
taken interests. Some landholders have 
pledged their patronage to the road for a 
term of veara for all the products ol their 
land provided the rates are lower per 
mile than aie now charged on railroads 
in the vicinity and others are expected to 
make such pledges. 
All subscribers to 


right of way and surveying fund will be 
stockholders to the fall value ol their 
subscriptions as if paying cash for stock 
in the company when incorporated, fto 
rifte are expected without a return. 
With the subscriptions mentioned as se- 
curity several capitalists and railroad 
building companies are ready to take the 
bonds and mako the roade. With proper 
energy and a little liberality dictated by 
good judgment on the part ol the wealthy 
citizens here and in other counties af- 
fected, tbe work of construction may 
commenco within the present year. 
• Tbe importance of thia road to this 
county, northern Santa Barbara and the 
upper San Joaquin valley need not he 
mentioned, as it is apparent, and will be 
like the opening of southern California 
by tho Southern Pacific and the Santa 
Fo systems, with the advantage in our 
favor of having a better harbor than has 
Los Angeles at Pan Pedro. Tho South- 
ern Pacific will bring UR tourists; the 
enst and west will bring us commerce 
and manufactures. The tiret, with its 
ivrannoue cxnctione and long hauls, for- 
bids development, while the other, with 
its ehort hauls, excellent and cheap har- 
bor, favors development in every branch 
of agriculture, mining, manufacture and 
health retorts of the richest and moat 
favored ruction ol the state and of the 
earth. The benefits of the Southern Pa- 
cific are but dew drops. The benefits of 
the east and west will be that of refresh- 
ing showers and perennial streams. One 
makes San JJuta a pleasant way elation, 
the other enables it to become a center 
of commerce and manufactures, a city o! 
wealth, power and refinement, and with- 
out it and the utilizing of the harbor this 
Advancement cannot be. 


Some of our people express fears that 


the East and West will ha opposed by the 
Southern Pacific, and if found doing any- 
thing openly they will incite the wruth 
of that great company. Thete are very 
unbecoming fears—speakingmildly—and 
I can nienrp them (lint the? can be as 
hamble as Uriah Heep, they will never 
get any favors from the Southern PaciQc 
they do not pay for—or else in shame. 


The Southern Pacific may not attempt 


to crusu this enterprise, aa we do not 
propose any opposition, but to develop 
an entirely new and independent sys- 
tem, creating new business by npaniDg 
new regions. But should that company 
institute opposition it would find it a 
game that two can can play fit, and the 
company that will build a railroad from 
Fresno, Visalia, Porterville and Bakera- 
field to 8an Luis Obispo bay will be aole 
'to take care of Itself and extend its eya- 
ttm where it pleases. 
The route selected via Paao Homes is 


one commanding tbe best prospects for 
business, the shortest acd mo&t feasible 
to Up the centra! part of the great 
valley, and must be approved by every- 
one giving the subject due consideration. 
I now aak all to join in the good work 
and no more grumbling.MYRON ANGEL.
